and Scandinavians will add exceptionally 
large contigente, while Ireland and Can- 
ada will oontribute their quotas. 
This 


great rush of immigrants is hard to ex- 
plain either on the theory of the labor ag- 
itators that the workingman is oppressed 
in the United States, or on the theory of 
the tarifT reformers that the tariff is 
ruining tho country and paralysing its 
industries. 


It is not, however, improbable that tho 


boom will bo overdone, as has happened 
in former years, and that B period Of 
exceptional activity will bo Hollowed, by 
a serious reaction. In that evont, the 
great army of newly arriyod workmen 
will—at least many of jthem—be thi own 
out of employment. They will bo, for 
the most part, poor, and ignorant men, 
unskilled laborers, unfamiliar with the 
language of the country and with its 
ways, and therefore without tho faculty 
of adapting themselves to the changed 
condition. This class forms tho great 
majority of the poor in our cities whose 
destitution is attributed by Mr. George' 
and his disciples to tho laws which por- 
mit individuals to acquire^th'o ownership 
of land. Yet 
his plan of destroying 


private property in land, substituting in 
effect an nniversal tenant system would 
not help them. Their poverty, where it 
3 not the result of idleness and profligate 
babits, comes largely from ignorance and 
incapacity and from tho massing of great 
numbers 
in 
localities 
whoro there 


is no steady employment for them. 
The country has now reached a stage of 
development, such that immigration, in- 
vited by 
temporary and exception^ 


periods of prosperity, leads to1 overcrowd- 
ing the ranks of labor, with tho result 
that when a reaction follows we have up- 
on our hands a multitude of the imem- 
ployad who in many cases, become pau- 
pers, or criminals. It is not easy to pnint 
out a practical remedy for this state of 
thingp, but it is not difficult to see that 
tho argument whicb attributes it to the 
private ownership of land is fallacious.
